It is ay under- 
standing that perhaps store than eighty per cent of the workload 
of the Government Printing Office-State Service Plant is for CIA 
and that for this end other reasons it sight be more efficient# 
and possibly more economical# to consolidate that Plant with CIA«s 
Reproduction and Printing Plant in one building as an integral 
part of this Agency* 

Aa a matter of pr in ci p le I believe that there is merit in 
this suggestion. If yen agree I propose that we appoint repre- 
sentatives to make a detailed study of all aspects of the present 
operation to determine the desirability and feasibility of such 
a merger. Based upon the findings and recommendations of such a 
study is® could then decide whether to propose to the Joint Com- 
mittee an Printing a transfer of responsibilities , 

If this procedure is agreeable to you I should like to des- 
ignate Mr* James A, Garrison to represent this Agency,
